The Glasgow Times says: 

More than a year ago, The Glasgow 
Times warned the country newspapers 
that they were the victims of a con¬ 
scienceless blank paper trust which, 
unless checked in its aggressions, would 
destroy them. It reiterates that warn¬ 
ing now. Unless the monopoly of the 
International Paper Company in the 
manufacture of newspaper supplies is 
broken, one-half the country press of | 
Kentucky will be driven out of busi¬ 
ness in the next two years. 

A circular recently issued by one of 
the paper-mill owners who has since! 
sold to the trust, says: “Behind the 
consolidations of the print-paper con¬ 
cerns now concluding, stands the Inter¬ 
national Paper Company witn fifty-four 
m-lls already bought out, or taken into, 

I the trust. Options are now held on 
practically all the remaining mills in 
the pulp section. The International 
Paper Company, with a capital stock 
of 5188,000,000, has the paper trade in 
its grip. Within twelve months every 
print-paper plant in Wisconsin, Minne¬ 
sota and Michigan will be absorbed in 
this gigantic combine. The pi ice of 
white newspaper print will jump to six 
cents in the coming twelve months. ” 

In the last half-dozen yeHars, blank 
paper has advanced from $1.45 per 
hundred to 53.45 per hundred. In the 
past year, it has advanced fifty per 
cent, jn cost. In addition to this, all 
’ material necessary to the publication 
of a newspaper has largely increased 
in cost—without exception. Blank pa¬ 
per, ink, composition, fuel, labor and 
expenses of every character are higher 
than ever before known. 

With his blank paper, fornlerly sell- 1 
ing at 51-45, now marked up to 53.45, 
and a limit of 56 set by the trust; with 
every item connected with newspaper- 
publication increased from 25 to 100 per 
cent., and with the cost of his family- 
life advancing in the same proportion, 
the publisher of the small country 
weekly is indeed between the upper 
and the nether mill-stone. He must 
either raise his subscription, advertis- 
[ mg and job-rate rates, or go out of 
business. These are the plain alter¬ 
natives. If this is not done. The Times 
repeats its assertion that many news¬ 
papers will be forced to^the wall. If 
it is done, they run the risk of losing 
tneir patronage—small and insufficient 
at best. In no line of business in all 
the active walks of life are the trusts 
striking harder, or with more deadly 
effect, than at the country newspatiers. 

Meanwhile, every editor should n^ge \ 
his congressman to aid ir »hr> repeal; of 
the tariff on wood-pulp. With pulp, 
and the timber from which pulp is 
manufactured, admitted free of duty, 
the burden will be at least lightened. 
There is no politics in this. It is a 
simple fight for existence—a plain mat¬ 
ter of living or dying; for. under pres¬ 
ent conditions, the country press can 
exist only as the bond-servant of the 
paper trust.

a Tolfion ivy grows wilii throu -1 out the 
whole land. II.. leaves are hi llirees, 
smooth nnd shining ou both surfaces, 
with rnargl * which ujay be toothed o: 
even. There are flowers in May nnd 
Jnnc nnd fruit in the autumn—a 
smooth, white, wax-like berry, says the 
Boston Traveler. 

Th.* poison Is a nonvolatile oil fouud 
tn all i>arts of the plant. When it 
touches the skin of a susceptible per 
ion It produces an eruption of an ery- 
slpeins-like nature. In severe cases the 
point affected fre luently becomes Irri¬ 
tated year after year. 

A person is particularly susceptible 
to the jiolson iu warm weather, when 
the blood Is heated and the skin pores 
ure open. It is. however, dangerous at 
all seasons, and some of the worst 
cases of poisoning have occurred In the 
winter, when wooilchoppers have been 
perspiring freely aud have worked 
amid the Ivy vines. 

To relieve the inflammation and dry 
up die pustules powdered sugar of lead 
dissolved in ah*ohol is highly recom¬ 
mended. Tincture of grlndelia diluted 
with three-times Its bulk of water and 
applied two or thfoe times an hour wi 
check the spread of the eruption, 
solution of one part of hyposulphite < ' 
sodu to three of water applied con¬ 
stantly to the a fleeted place is a good 
remedy. 

A doctor wild has been poisoned 
about eighty times s; ys the poisonous 
principle is a fixed oil soluble In alco¬ 
hol and wlPeh is precipitated by lead 
subaeetate; heucp the use of lead salts 
lu Inflammation of the skia resulting 
from the ac on of the poison Ivy oil Is 
rational, bu. the precipitated lead com¬ 
pound must lie removed from the skin, 
as It Is gradually decomposed and tne 
oil set free again to continue its irri¬ 
tant action. 

The use of soap and water ‘and a 
good hand brush is the simplest way 
of getting rid of the oil. The action is 
mechanical and perfectly efficient. Al¬ 
cohol in full strength dissolves and re¬ 
moves the oil, but does not neutralize 
It. fare should lie taken lest the al¬ 
cohol with oil in solution, flows over a 
part ns yet unaffected, as it may cause 
further eruption. The use of ointments 
and fatty substances is wrong, as they 
serve to spread the Irritant oil of the 
poison. Clothing that may have l^en 
In contact with the plants will retain 
and transmit the Irritating quality. A 
doctor says he has been poisoned by a 
pair of shoes worn while collecting Ivy 
plants the previous year. 

The-Ivy plant is usually a climbing 
or trailing shrub, but sometimes as¬ 
sumes an erect habit of growth. On 
the seashore along tlie Atlantic const It 
sometimes covers hundreds of acres on 
Island^ und spreads over large areas. 
The trunk is buried out of sight below 
the surface, and the l, -.inches erect 
out of tb’e suml like separate plants. In 
such farms of ivy growth the poisonous 
properties do not seem to be so power 
fui and nct!~e. 

It Is not generally known that tf 
boiling water Is poured ou the plant 
the vapors are often poisonous, and 
that the smoke front a bonfire of Ivy 
brush is as dangerous to Inhale ns the 
breeze which blows off the vines iu 
June.
